In articles in Columbia and Yn!<? law

:fees for candidates. In I966fiic-Siipremt__ 
Court struck down Virginia’s S1.50 poll 
“nixrsaying a stntc violates the equal pro- 
tection guarantee “whenever it. makes the 

• affluence of the voter or payment of any 

fee an electoral standard." In 1972 the court * 
struck down TcxasTfiing fees ranging from 
S150 to SI, 000 as "patently exclusionary." 

However, it would be a long leap for 
even the most exuberantly legislative judge 
to join Raskin and Bonifaz in saying that - 
in this “polarized class-based society" the 
principle of one man, one vote requires • 
treating inequalities of wealth and fund- 
raising abilities as akin to govemmcnt : im- 
posed burdens such ns a poll tax. It is; to 
say no more, strange to assert ji new enti- 

• dement - a constitutional entitlement no . 
less - to equality of potency in elective 
politics. The wonder is that Raskin and 
Bonifaz stop short of finding a constitu- ~ ~ 
tional duty for the court somehow to iron 
out inequalities of politicul opportunitics • 
arising from differences among candidates 

in .terms of attractiveness and articulate- 
ness. • 

It must be discouraging to Raskin and 
Bonifaz that the Supreme Court had held 
'that “the concept that government may re- 
strict the speech of some elements of our 
society in order to enhance the relative 
—voice of-others is wholly-forcign-io thc-FirsL 
Amendment.” But the court, by being alto- 
gether too tolerant of attempts to .fine-tune 


the "fairness” of political competition, has 
invited the sort of perverse inventiveness 
that finds in the phrase "equal protection" a 
mandate for government to enforce all sorts 
of equality, even to the point of stopping the 
voluntary .contribution of private resources 
to support political discourse. 

If ever the court, on a day when it is 
thinking clearly, revisits .the issue of goy- 
emment-imposed limits on Campaign giv- 
ing and spending, it will conclude that all 
such limits constitute government rationing 
of political cxprcssion. Thcreforc, Tending 
repeal of tho-FirstAmondmcnfr4hoxwly- 


permissible regulation of campaign financ- . 
ing can be written in 10 words: No cash* ' — 
contributions, full disclosure of the sources 

of contributions. - — 

Until tjicn there wilLbe arguments for 
stamping oul voluntary private campaign 
financing, and for having courts define and 
enforce (to take Raskin and Bonifo2’s ter- 
minology) "all citizens being meaningfully 
ablc*to run for office” and “all social 
groups being fairly represented in the ranks 
of candidates for public office" and the 
process being “meaningfully open to non- 
affluent candidates" (Raskin and Bonifaz 
favor “campaign scholarships", for the 
poor). 

- Such arguments illustrate the timeless 
tension between the pursuit of equality and 
the preservation of liberty. In the rough-

Ward’s eyes also enable him to use 
regular PC softwarc,-such-ns-a word 
processor or e-mail, which keeps him in 
touch with colleagues and other dis- 
abled computer users around the world. 

Ward, a ‘49-year-old father of’two, is 
probably one of the most extremely dis- 
abled persons at work in the nation 
today.

Planner teaches students to save 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Graduate student Orson Calderon 
savored his last Big Mac attack 
this week, saying an imminent 50 
percent increase in the national 
sates tax would crimp his budget. 
“1 can’rafford McDonald's. any 

' longer,” said Calderon, 24, who 
finds the 20-peso (S2.90) price of 
a sandvyicli-drink-und-fry combo 
less "appealing now than when it 
cost about 16 pesos. A couple of 
tacos and a soft drink from a 
street stand costs 8 pesos. . 

The NAFTA frqe trade treaty- 
helped open Mexico to a flood of 
American and U.S. -style con- 
sumer goods. But the peso's 
recent slide against the dollar has 
made imported goods — from 
fast food to American .CDs — too 

' costly for many'Mexicans to 
enjoy. 

The peso, worth' 29' ‘Cents 
before the Dee. 20 devaluation, is 
worth about 14 cents now, so 
some prices have - nearly ( doubled, 
on imports. Overall, inflation is 
expected to rise 40 percent in 
1995. The minimum wage in 
Mexico is 16.30 pesos a day 
(S2.40). 

"There’s no way I can buy CDs 
like before. Everyone I know is 
cutting way back," said Alfonso 
Martinez, 19, a student whose 
last purchase, a Bon Jovi album-, 
came before the peso’s Dee. 20 
plummet. 

Since Mexico began chopping 
it,s tariffs and opening its markets, 
imports from gin to blue jeans 
have been flooding in. Even 
frozen tacos are imported from 
the U.S. A. as Mexican sought 
almost all things "gringo," or for- 
eign;

In 1970, a German investor or 
traveler needed 3.65 marks to buy 
oneU.S. dollar. This month, a U.S. 
dollar costs only 1.4 marks, a 
decline of 62 percent. 

A Japanese investor or traveler 
in 1970 needed 358 yen to pur- 
chase a dollar. Now a dollar costs 
less than 90 yen — a 75 percent 
drop. 

The reasons for the decline — 
and the reasons it might continue 
or reverse itself — arc convoluted 
and complex; involving national ’ 
and global politics, supply-and-. 
demand economics, the interplay 
of trade deficits and surpluses and 
interest rates in various countries.

“I will continue to play a crucial role in overcom- 'a 
ing the obstacles to the peace process," he said.

"From the moment wc married,'’ 
Queen Noor said, “I felt welcomed into 
the hearts of people whose attachment 
for the .king is so great. I knew they 
were welcoming me because he hud 
welcomed me. It was very moving, 
•and‘ii was. very helpful to feci y/cl- 
comcd so emotionally — but I wanted 
to cam it in my own right." 

The queen is proud of the advances 
of women in Jordanian society. "To- 
day. woman ‘arc much more present in 
public life.” she said. "And while it's 
a conservative society, many more 
women are not being discouraged by 
their families from working." Cur- 
rently. two women serve. as ministers 
in the'govemment. And. Queen Noor 
observed, "our women are as well-ed- 
ucated as our men. and over half of 
those entering universities and com- 
munity colleges arc women." 

I asked Hussein, a Moslem, how.the 
growing force of Arab fundamental ism 
might affect the peace process — as well 
as his efforts to modernize his country. 

. “We arc seeing a phenomenon that 
is presentin' the rest of the world.” he 
said, "and is present in other areas and 
other religions. What we arc seeing in 
most cases is the result of a feeling of 
despair and anger and frustration. 

"I think that a very important ingre- 
dient t s that of democracy, in which pco- - 
pic have a part in shaping their own fu- 
ture. And wherever that is not there, I 
think that you’ll seethe manifestations 
of thc.cxtrcmcs. Reg aidless of the names 
that wc see. it has nothing to do with our 
religion.

How. I asked, had Hussein been able 
to implement representative democra- 
cy in his kingdom in the face of strong 
Moslem opposition to many of his 
ideas? The Islamic Action Front has 
hud the largest single parliamentary 
bloc since the 1989 elections that ush- 
ered in modem democracy in Jordan, 
and -it follows a peaceful political path.
